A. C. says,—“The 
sentiments of H. C. W. on the suppression of 
riots, are in my opinion, imreasonublo and un¬ 
christian. B is a matter of astonishment to me 
that a man in his senses can hold such sentiments, 
sentiments which go to destroy civil government." 
They certainly would go to change the whole 
system of human governments. I believe that 
human (1) governments are in themselves usurpa¬ 
tions. Man can show no title from God to hold 
dominion over man. God lias given to man “ do¬ 
minion over the beasts uf the field, the fowls of 
the air and the fish of the sen, aud put all things 
under his feet.” But to whom has he given do- 
tniuion over man ? To no created being. This 
prerogative to rule rnun he has never given to 
umulu-r He has reserved this to himself. “The 
Lord God Omnipotent reigneth over us.” “ We 
are his people, the sheep of his pasture, the people 
ol his cure.” 

ft is the great and distinctive trail in man’s con¬ 
dition. it is his holiest and most exalted privilege 
that he is under God’s dominion and to he in sub¬ 
jection to lie will but the will of God. Beasts are 
subject to man’s will, Imt mail, to God’s, and to 
none other. (2) God proclaims himself the King, 
the Ruler of man; and expressly forbids us to 
acknowledge any other authority but his; to have 
no other God. “ Is there a God besides me ? 
Yea, there is no God ; l know not any.” To this 
the heart of every new-horn child of God will 
cheerfully respond. It reverently ljyws to the will 
of Gial and to nothing else. 

But we have rejected God,—“that he should 
not reign over us.” We have refused to submit 
to God’s government, to trust in him for protec- 
ton; and have set over us human governments 
which were only to protect us from the' conse¬ 
quences of sins ill which we are determined to 
indulge, which alienate man from God, and' 
present the luoshformidalde barrier to the subjuga¬ 
tion of this world to Christ. The most powerful 
auxiliary to Satan’s kingdom oh earth, is the in¬ 
stitution (3) of 1111111011 government. Humancon- 
ttinuionsand human laws have ever afforded the 
surest protection to sins against God. Idolatry, 
slavery, murder, drunkenness and whoredom have 
ever taken refuge under the shelter of human go¬ 
vernment and there have been screened from the 
arrows nf God’s truth.

A:e. The sentiment was, tliat thinking 
ofvi’nutus actions has a tendency to make the 
mind virtuous, and thinking of vicious actions has 
a tendency to pollute the mind. One inference 
win i hat all details of wickedness have a tendency 
hi corrupt the mind. We wonder what Mr. W. 
would say to such details as are found in scrip¬ 
ture, such as those of Otian, of Judah, of David, 
of Lot and his daughters,&c.? The Bible almost 
always inculcates moral principles, by details of 
individual acts, and these acts are very often sin¬ 
ful. 

According to Mr. W. the convicted sinner must 
not think of his past silts, for they lend to pollute 
the mind. The preacher of the gospel must not 
give details of sinful actions, for the same reason, 
lie must ileal in generals, anil leave particular 
Specifications. Snell he said was the case in the 
reports of nnr missionaries. But one who is con¬ 
nected with missionaries', a hundred of whose 
letters lire in his father’s desk, says that this as¬ 
sertion is not true. The communications front 
the missionaries, are almost made up of details. It 
is these details which have aroused the commu¬ 
nity to exert tliein.-elves in behalf ofthe heathen ;

You were correctly informed, sir, when 
told that I am nil advocate of the temper¬ 
ance cause, and 1 consider- it one of the 
highest compliments you could Imve paid 
ine to credit the report. To lie a member 
of the .temperance society is to the stran¬ 
ger, with me, one- of the highest recom¬ 
mendations of character, not only for so¬ 
briety, but for most of the virtues which 
constitute a good citizen. 

It would give me the greatest pleasure to 
attend the Convention, but very recent 
domestic afflictions of the severest kind 
compel me to forego that pleasure, and to 
decline your invitation. 1 may, however, 
avail myself very properly I hope, of the 
opportunity of hearing my testimony to the 
effects of temperance, by vindicating my 
moral character front the aspersions and 
calumnies which have been cast upon it hv 
the insinuations of profligate partizaii 
presses—that in tny humble efforts in Con¬ 
gress to restore a pure and a free adminis¬ 
tration of the government, I hare been 
habitually, or at times, inure stimulated by 
alcohol than by a love of country.
